The death of Giovanni Verga, the 
Italian novelist, author of the novel 
on which “Cavallerfa Rusticana’’ is 
based, reminds a Temps correspondent 
of how the work came to be thus 
used. Mascagni, in 1890 a young con- 
ductor wholly unknown, wished to 
use the subject of “Cavalleria” for his 
j}opera. He asked Verga for permission 
to use his novel, begging him to be 
jeasy in the metter of author's royal- 
|tles, especially for the first perform- 
ances, which are always an uncertain 
quantity, 

Verga, who was the most indifferent 
of all writers in regard to money mat- 
lters and the most unselfish by nature, 
answered Mascagni's friends that he 
would cheerfully authorize the young 
composer to use hie work and would 
ask him nothing if the plece was 
played only in one opera house with 
jout meeting great popular success, 
| But if the new opera took a larger 
flight and found its way to eeveral 
opera houses them, of course, Verga 
would ciaim the usual royalties paid 
to the author of the subject 

The first performance of ‘‘Caval- 
leria’ at the Castanzi theatre tn Rome

Manufacturer Sees An Important 
Saving in Future Building 
Costs | 


reesgrs: | 
Recommending legal establishment | 
of an economical yet effective method 
of manufacturing durable concrete 
building blocka, Nels Erickeon of the 
H. E. Erickson company. Minneapolis, 
who has been interested tn the mak- 
ing of cement blocks for 20 years, has: 
outlined a process of manufacture 
which he declares will effect a great 
saving cost and provide building 
material of the mom enduring charac- 


ter. The process, which Mr. Erickson 
ealls the “medium process,” and 
which he urges as a standard, is de- 


seoribed in substance as follows: 

“Mix clean aggregates thoroucoghly | 
in the proportion of about five to one 
to the consistency of stiff mortar. 
Place in mold and tamp Lghtly, just 
enough to form corners and edges. 
Then straightedge the block, being 
certain that the moisture follows the 
straight edge. Strip from the mold 
with a gliding movement and cure 
slowly, out of the reach of the hot sun 
or freezing weather.” 

“This block will become a good con- 
said Mr. Erickson.

Dis- 
eases which can be only controlled by 
seed and selection. mosaic, wilt and 
black leg. Diseases which may be con- 
trolled by treatment of seed tubers; 
scab, rhizoctonia, and black leg. It 
met be remembered that with both 
scab end rhizoctonia the germs of 
these dissases are often in the soil. 


Treating of the tubers is, however, a | 


sanitary measure which lessens the 
liability of attack by these diseases. 
Seed Plot Selection, 
The simplest and easiest method of 
weed selection is by means of the seed 


plot. Every grower g@hould have a, 


eeed plot of one to two aores, accord- 


ing to the total acreage planted each | 


year. A grower who desires to start
